CHARLOTTE KINGMAN GREEN- 


LEAF FULLER. 


Charlotte Kingman Greenleaf, widow 
of Rev. Dr. Samuel Fuller, entered into 
life at Andover, Massachusetts, on the 
24th of November, 180”, in the 90th year 
of her ages Her burial was at Indian 
Hill Cemetery, Middletown, Connecticut. 
She was born in Grey, Maine, on Christ- 
mas day, 1800. Her father was Simon 
Greenleaf, late Royall professor of law 
in Harvard University. 

She was married from her father’s 
home, then in Portland, Maine, the 15th 
of July, 1830. 

Their first home, prepared for them 
by her father, was in Providence, R. L., 
where her husband was the first rector 
of Grace church. 


Successively their “homes were in 
Providence; Hartford and Litchfield, 
Connecticut; Andover, -Massachusetts ; 


Gambier, Ohio; again” in 
again in Andover — her husband was 
twice rector of Litehtield and of And- 
over,—and finally for 36 years in Middle- 
town, Conn., where her husband died in 
S95, 

The closing years of her life were 
passed with her son, Dr. Fuller, in) Bos- 
ton, and on his removal to Andover, 
Andover became for the third time ber 
home, where at her son's house, amid 
happy scenes of early days, and. sur- 
rounded by — surviving ‘children and 
grandchildren, she closed her eyes in 
peace. 

Of her nine children two survive, Dr. 
James Robert Fuller. of Andover, and 
Rev. Samuel Richard Fuller of Boston. 

Her literary gifts were manifold. To 
the columns of the Episcopal Watchman, 
of which her husband was editor, she 
contributed both’ prose and poetry in 
nearly every issue covering the period 
of his editorship, 1831-2. 

Before her marriage she was the con- 
stant companion of her father in his 
studies, haying then, as in after years, 
an alert mind on judicial questions, and 
aided him often in the preparation of 
his legal work. 

During the long term of years of her 
husband's professorship in the Berkeley 
Divinity school, 1859-1883, she was often 
his amanuensis, and continuously his 
aid and counsellor in the publication of 
his writings. Her knowledge of © Latin 
and Greek and Hebrew though limited, 
nevertheless enabled her to render valu- 
able assistance in preparing the text of 
his Commentary on the Apocalypse. 
Hers was the pen of a ready writer; 
ceaselessly and untiringly she used it, 
thus holding her scattered loved ones 
close to her heart. 

Her papers on the Missionary work of 
the Episcopal chureh at home = and 
abroad, prepared with great care and 
with wide knowledge, were read before 
gatherings of faithful women in several 
parishes and dioceses of her Church, 
the last occasion being within a few 
months of her death. At this great age 
of nearly ninety she again read to a 
group of women assembled in her own 
room, her paper on Missions in China. 

Her knowledge of the Bible, her daily 
and almost hourly companion, derived 
also from some familiarity with the 
original Hebrew and Greek, gave her 
unusual facility in teaching, and made 
her services in her Bible Classes of men 
and women, strikingly signiticant. ‘he 
language ot the Prayer Book was the 
language of her thoughts—not a day- 
searcely an hour of her life, was without 
its reading of this, to herthe noblest and 
the best of all books of devotion. 

fn Chureh History and in Canon Law 
she was equally versed. 

A noted living Church historian will 
tracé his initial impulse to enter that 
field of historical research which has 
since proved so fruitful to him, to a sug- 
westion from her a suggestion tanta- 
dnount to a command. 

She was quick to detect ability 
others, and its recognition by 
an inspiration to its possessor, 

On every opportunity she gave of her 
best, lovingly aud without measure, to 
all who would receive—not occasionally 
only, but continuously if need be.

forget her sympathy and interest, will 
not forget the long journeys week after 
week, Sunday after Sunday and year 
after year, which at above three score 
years of age, she made with her husband 
in acommon buggy, often through rain 
and mud and storm and ice and winter's 
snow—2S8 miles, 14 each way—often 
from dawn till dark. in order that she 
might pla, the little cabinet organ and

Her virtues were thé virtues of a 
soul radiant with the consciousness of 
the presence of God. And the world is 
the richer tor the life of this, another of 
His saints. 


NO FRANCO-GERMAN 

The muck-talned-of-entente between 
France and Germany. has just received 
a cold-water ducking by the recent cer- 
emonies at Bazielles, according to the 
accounts in the French papers. The two 
days’ fighting in 1870 around and in 
that village, where Napoleon's regulars 
fired their “‘last cartridges’? formed the 
sequel to Sedan. Among ail the ac- 
counts of battles there are few indeed 
that are more dramatic or more rich in 
examples of heroism and horrors than 
the story of Bazieslles.. Even the com- 
paratively brief sketch of it in the Lon- 
don Times by the Duc de Fitz-James, 
after the capture of the village by the 
Germans, sent a shudder through the 
reading world. After the Crimean war, 
the war in Italy and the gigantic Civil 
war in the United States, all marked 
{by deeds of generosity and chivalry, 
and all unstained by atrocity, the world 
was poorly prepared for Bazeilles, Even 
today the ‘‘damned spot” will not ‘‘out” 
for Germania, 

The record is still red, but it is re- 
lieved somewhat by the recollection of 
the glorious conduct of the German offi- 
cer who, sword in hand against his own 
men, saved the life of the heroic Lam- 
bert, whose portrait can be seen in the 
figure leaning against the old oak chest 
in De Neuvilles picture, Les Dernieres 
Cartouches. 

Every year there is something new 
and interesting in the ceremonies at 
Bazeilles. As in former years, the re- 
ligious part of them was carried on this 
year in the private dwelling wnich still 
takes the place of the church that was 
shattered by shot and shell. All the 
principal cities of France were repre- 
sented by delegations of veterans of 
the war of 1870. At the ctose of the 
religious ceremonies the Mayor of the 
Commune, M. Vautier, delivered an 
address in which he protested against 
any rapprochement with Germany. 

“No gentlemen,” said he; “here in 
Bazeilles there is a flood of hatred ana 
rancor which js destined to separate us 
forever from our enemies of 1870. With 
fire and sword they marked upon our 
hearts the recollection of their atrocious 
conduct. No! no reconciliation with 
the Germans!

A Christmas feature much enjoyed by 
children and often indulged in by 
a.ults is‘a Christmas pie, in which are 
concealed trinkets, toys and knick- 
knacks, for general distribution. The 
pie may be made by placing the trifles 
designate in a large basin or pan, as 
the number of them demands; first at- 
taching to each one end of a string 
two or threee feet long. To the other 
ends of these strings should be fast- 
ened -tiny bows of bright, pretty rib- 
bun. 

The ‘crust’ of a Christmas pie is 
sometimes made of tissue paper some- 
times of bran, either one presenting the 
appearance of rich, well browned pas- 
try. If the crust is to be of tissue pa- 
per the strings must be arranged all 
around the basin, so that the ribbon 
bows will fall just over the rim or sit 
up around it when the crust is laid on 
and tucked in all round. Or’'this style 
of crust may have fancy openings in 
the shape of stars, leaves, vines or flow- 
ers, cut in it, and through these from 
the upper side may pass the ends of 
the strings that are fastened to bows. 

The other crust is formed of a thick 
layer of bran scattered over the con- 
tents of the pie to conceal them and the 
strings or cords, only the ribbon bows 
of which appear on the surface, for all 
the world like ‘tulips and crocuses. Al! 
around this pie will be a wreath of hol- 
lv or some ‘pretty Christmas green. | 

The pie is passed or if it is very large 
it is placed on the middle of the supper 
table or small table in the centre of 
the room. Each guest selects a_ bow, 
pulls the string, and out comes his plum 
in the shape of a pretty gift. 

Here is a game that must be played 
by five or more people. Take a strip of 
paper, let No 1, write upon it an article 
and an adjective, then double over the 
end of the. paper so that No. 2 may 
not see what is written. No. 2 writes 
a noun, doubling the paper before pass* 
ing it to No. 3, who writes a verb, turns 
down the paper, -and hands it to No. 
4, who writes another article and ad- 
jective, hides it, and passes it to No. 
5, who writes another noun. The paper 
is then opened and read, and the com- 
bination makes very funny. sentences; 
for instance, No 1 writes A milk-white; 
No. 2, Hottentot; No. 3, caressed; No. 4 
a singing; No. 5, baby—A milk-white 
Hottentot caressed a singing baby. 

The fact that no one knows what the 
other has written makes the most ab- 
curd contrasts between the a’jectives 
and nouns, while the verb will place op- 
posing nouns in the most ludicrous po- 
sitions. It is a very amusing game for 
a merry circle. When more than five 
play the different parts of speech are 
more amusingly distributed, as 6 can 
begin, 7 continue, and then 1 gets a 
verb instead of an adjective, and each 
time sends her a new part.

CHRISTMAS DAY HINTS. 


By Louis Roie. 

The approaching Christmas dinner 
will be the first served by many an 
American housewife who may read this 
column. .To her the meal is looked for- 
ward to with apprehension if not with 
dread. In the past she hasbeen buta 
guest or a dutiful daughter at some 
other board. Now she is to preside over 
her own. She desires to do all that shecan 
and alk:that.- her mother and friends 
have done to make the festival dinner 
a great success. In this she probably is 
making a mistake and as a result will 
overload her table, overexert herself, 
and perhaps destroy the pleasure of 
the occasion -for all. 

The American woman asarule triesto 
do too much, not because she desires 1 
do so in all cases, but because too much 
is expected of her. She must be wife, 
mother, teacher, cook, chambermaid 
and hostess in many cases, and in these 
later days is expected to be a club wo- 
man and whist expert as well. She at- 
tends a dinner given by some more 
wealthy person, and goes home to fret 
and worry as she,plans how she can 
equal it. It is against this ambition to 
outdo others that I wish to protest. A 
plain dinner served with taste and 
graced by a smiling woman who is not 
fagged out and nearly tired to death is 


.far preferable to an overloaded table 


that palls by its congested condition 
and is not accompanied by a cheery hos- 
pitality. 

Now my young friend,. let us build 
your Christmas dinner on simple lines 
have a bill of fare that you know you 
are equal to preparing without too 
much fatigue, and let your easy grace 
and pleasing smile serve asa sauce. You 
should wish to please your guests; not 
to stuff them, to satisfy their appetites, 
not to overload their’stomachs. A good 
soup, followed by fish, a roast and des- 
sert is enough. 

With such a dinner you may give 
plenty of time to a simple decoration of 
the table and the preparation of a few 
dainty salads and side dishes that will 
make the meal the equal of a banquet. 
To elaborate this plan a little let me 
suggest that it is easy. to overdo the 
decorations and make them almost vul- 
gar. A handsome vase with appropri- 
ate flowers and a few sprays of vine on 
the cloth is enough in the flower line, 
for your glass and silver ware will com- 
plete the setting. 

Have the soup good, but not heavy ncr 
too rich. A rich, thick soup destroys the 
appetite, while a light soup lays the 
foundation for a good dinner, 

The fish also should be so cooked as 
to be appetizing, a second step up the

To make your dinner doubly attrac- 
tive secure from the hothouse grower or 
from the market the rarest of green 
stuffs that can be obtained at a reasona- 
ble price. Celery you will have, of 


| course, but you should add lettuce, rad- 


ishes and cucumbers as well. A few 
years ago these out-of-season delica- 
cies could not have been obtained at any 
price, now they are comparatively cheap 
and obtainable in any first class mar- 
ket at this time of the year. The fact 


that they are out of season adds to their | 


desirability for your Christmas spread. 
Instead of the conventional chicken 
pie to be served as an entree with the 
roast I suggest a sweetbread pie. It is 
just as easily made and will add a nov- 
elty to the meal. Blanth the sweet- 
breads as for cooking in other ways und 


| carefully pick them apart, into smull 


bits, removing all the membranes. Cvuo 
two tablespoonfuls of flour in one of 
butter, and add gradually one and one- 
half cups of cream; season with salt ard 
pepper, a few grains of cayenne, a half 
dozen mushrooms and two tablespoon- 
fuls of strained tomato. Put the sweet- 
breads and sauce into a deep dish, cov- 


| er with a rivh crust, make a hole in the 


center and ornament the edges with 
fancy cuts of paste. Bake half an hour.

PORK CUTLETS. 
Cut them from the leg, take off the 
skin and beat them with a pestle; have 


some bread crumbs mixed with sage | 


and onion chopped fine, and some yolk of 
egg well beaten; dip them first in the 
egg, then in the seasoned bread crumbs. 
Fry them with a small piece of lard un- 
til a light brown, turning them often. 
After they tre taken up, sprinkle a lit- 
tle flour in the gravy, give it one boil 
up, and pour over them in the dish.

NURSERY COOKERY. 


FOR VERY YOUNG CHILDREN. 
By Cbristine Terhune Herirck. 


(Continued from last week.) 

Surely there is cufficient opportunity 
for variety tn a young child’s diet to 
preclude the necessity for feeding him 
with food inconvenient for him. After 
che has passed the age at which the re- 
striction to a milk diet is relaxed, there 
is plenty of food that can safely be giv- 
en. without trespassing on forbidden 
ground. Evéi before he has been weaned 
the milk may be supplemented by the 
yolk of a soft-boiled egg or a little beef- 
juice. This may be given as early as ten 
months, and after the child is weaned 
cereals may be fed to him, as has been 
already! stated in these columns, When 
he is a year old the meals may be brought 
down to five, and after a while, tofoura 
day. 

For his breakfast he may have stale 
bread and warm milk. W'hole-wheat 
bread is better than that made from the 
bolted flour. This meal should be eaten 
about 7 o'clock, and may be followed at 
11 by bread and butter and another cup 
of milk, or in place of this may be given 
one of the cereals, cooked as previously 
directed. The heartiest meal of the day 
should come between one and two, and 
nay consist of beef-juice, with or with- 
out oatmeal, more bread and butter and 
a little boiled rice or simple riee-pud- 
ding. Or he may have a well-baked po- 
tato, moistened with beef-juice, and a 
little junket. At 6 o’clock may come his 
supper of bread and milk, like his break- 
fast, and if he craves more food late at 
night, he may have a cup of milk, sup- 
plemented by whatever variety of pre- 
pared food he has been accustomed to. 

WHOLE-WHEAT BREAD. 

Put into a mixing-bowl two cupfuls of 
fresh milk and two of boiling waver. Stir 
into it one teaspoonful each of sugar and 
salt, and when the mixture is luke- 
warm, add to it half a yeast-cake, which 
has been dissolved in a gill of warm 
water, Mix with this a quart of whole- 
wheat flour, and beat for five or six min- 
utes with a wooden spoon until the bat- 
ter is very ight. When it has reached 
this point beat in more flour. Make as 
soft a ‘dough as you can handle, put it 
on a floured bread-board, and knead for 
ten minutes. Set to rise in a 
moderately warm place for three 
hours, knead again for five min- 
utes, make into small loaves, and set 
to rise once more. It gshoukd swell to 
nearly twice its size before you put it In 
the oven. If the loaves are small they 
will bake in three-quarters of an hour. 

RICE PUDDING. 

Wash a half cupful of raw rice care- 
fully, and soak it for two hours in a pint 
of warm milk. Keep it at the requircd 
temperature by putting it at the side of 
the stove in an outer vessel of hot water. 
At the end of the two hours have ready 
a quart of milk to which you have added 
a half tedAspoonful of salt and a pinch of 
soda, and pour this upon the soaked 
rice.: Turn all into a baking dish, add to 
it a tablespoonful of butter and four ta- 
blespoonfuls of granulated sugar, Cover 
and bake in a slow oven for two hours. 
It is well to set the pudding dish ina 
pan of hot water in the oven. 

JUNKET. 

Sweeten slightly a pint of milk and 
heat it blood-warm. If the rennet is 
strong it will need only a single tea- 
spoonful of it to make the junket, There 
are always directions on the outside of 
the rennet bottles, telling in what pro- 
portion it must be used. Set the bowl 
in which the milk has been put in a 
warm place, and leave it there until it 
is firm. ‘As soon as it reaches this point, 
set it in a cold place or on the ice. Eat 
with sugar and cream. : 

Such is the infant’s diet for some time.

STEWED MUSHROOMS. 

For this purpose the small button 
mushrooms are best. Wash them clean, 
peel off the skin and cut off the stalks. 
Put the trimmings into a small sauce 
pan with just enough water to keep them 
from burning, and covering closely, let 
them stew a quarter of an hour. Then 
strain the liquor, and having put the 
mushrooms into a clean sauce pan (one 
lined with porcclain is best), add the 
liquid to them with a little nutmeg, 
pepper and salt, and a piece of butter 
rolled in flour, Stew them fifteen min- 
utes, and just before taking them up, 
stir in a little rich cream, or milk with 
the yolk of an egg beaten in. Serve hoi. 
While ecdoking keep covered as closely 
as possible, shaking often to keep from 


sticking. If the tasté of the mushroom 
only, is desired, after peeling and clean- 
| ing them, put them into stew pan witha 
little sa’t ard no water. Set them on 
the stove where they will stew slowly 
until tender (keep covered), adding to 
them but a little butter rolled in flour, 


or else a little cream. 
PINEAPPLE PIE, 

Grate a 0. d-sized pineapple, an equal 
weight of sugar, half as much butter, 
ane cupful of cream; beat the butter to 
a cream, add the sugar and yolks of five 
eggs, keep on beating until very light; 
then add the cream, the pineapple and 
the whites of the eggs beaten to a stiff 
froth. Bake with an under crust only. 
Serve cold.

Easily Held Up. 


“If you will take my word for a little 
experience I had recently perhaps I can 
make clear to you how it is possible for 
three bad men to hold up a room full of 
fairly brave men and get away safely 
with their money,” said a merchant 
from the state of Washington who was 
a guest at the Lotos Club one night last 
week, “I was in such a holdup not 
long ago, and I have ceased jeering at 
fellows who have been through similar 
experiences. I was one of seventy men 
who were held up in a big gambling 
hall, and as I am not a regular patron 
of such places I kept quiet about it at 
home. The gambling house is one of the 
best known in the West, and on the 
night of the holdup it was filled with a 
representative crowd.

No trouble in recent years has 
occurred in this place and there was no 
reason to anticipate any. It was nearly 
midnight when the door opened and 
three men, masked, and each holding 
two revolvers, entered the room. 

“Hands up quick,” shouted the fore- 
most man. 

“I was sitting at a faro table when T 
heard this command, and as I looked 
up, I found a revolver pointing straight 
at my head. When I compared notes 
with the ‘other seventy odd men later I 
found that each had the same experi- 
ence. There were only six révolvers, 
andyetLeach man in the room was will- 


‘ing to swear that one of them «was

pointed at his head all the time. 
crowd wes simply paralyzed with 
fright. For two or three seconds not a 
man moved. Then over in one corner a 
Leadvile sport brought his hand around 
to reach his hip pocket. 

“Stop that tr I'll shoot,” said one of 
the masked men, covering him with his 
revolver. ‘Hands up, now, quick!” We 
mern business.” 

.“Evefy men in that room did hold his 
hands up. There was no_ hes'tation 
then. It was my first experience in that 
kind of game, but it was not until T was 
able to take mv hands down that I 
realized how tiresome the operation 
was. There we stood. esch man with 
his hands stretched high above his 
head. held up In a room en a_ busy 
street when an outcry would bring he!'p 
at once. It was a pretty sure thing, 
however, that no one would make the 
outcry. The three masked men had 
eyes for every move and their revolvers 
pointed all ways at once, It is easy for 
a man who has not been through such 
an experience to suggest that if several

men had only made a-break these fel-' 


lows would have run. I can honestly 
say that the barrel of the revolver into 
which I looked seemed to me to be as 
large as a sewer pipe. I even thought 
that I could see the end of the bullet, 
and I was awfully afraid that the man 
who held the revolver might get nerv- 
ous and shoot me by accident. I tried 
to look pleasant to appease him. All 
this had taken perhaps a minute and a 
half when thes pokesman shouted to us: 

“Line up against that wall with 
your backs to me and the man. who 
takes his hands down will get shot. 
Quick now, gentlemen, if you please. 
Obev orders and you won’t get hurt.” 

‘We lined ‘up as d'rected_like a lot of 
school boys. 

“ ‘Now then, my fr'end here will re- 
lieve you of your valuables’ without 
vour assistance,’ said the spokesman. 
‘Don’t move, because there are two 
dead shots behind you. Keep quiet and 
it will socn be over.’ ; .

To the Editor of the Townsman: — 


The report that the teachers.of the 
public schools are to demand their pay 
weekly is not true. However, if the ar- 
gument of the “pay-bills calling for four 
and three-fifths days at $2.93 per day” 
works backward, the teachers should be 
paid weekly; for as an actual fact their 
pay-bills show deductions for three- 
fourths, or even three-eighths, of a day’s 
pay at $2,356 and $180 per day, lost ‘in 
attending a relative’s funeral or in nurs- 
ing a cold contracted in the school room. 
J am speaking only for the weekly pay- 
day. Ido not believe in it forthe teach- 
ers, but Ido not like to have the people 
of Andover get the impression that. the 
teachers have done or meditated doing 
anything that detracts from the dignity 
of the teacher’s position. The two things 
uppermost in my mind at this moment, 
which endanger the dignity of the posi- 
tion, are hasty criticism and the method 
that has been in vogue in the payment 
of teachers. j

A Sunday in Arbroath. 


The last talkin the series on “Sundays 
Abroad” was given by Key. F. A. Wilson 
at the Free church last Sunday evening, 
the subject being ‘A Sunday in “Ar- 
broath.” It was not surprising that the 
congregation was the largest of the series 
when it is remembered how many of the 
congregation and of the Scotchmen in 
Andover have come front Arbroath. 
The auditorium was completely filled 
with an interested audience. 

Mr. Wilson said that there were sev- 
eral towns which they had visited, more 
attractive than Arbroath but two things 
stood out in that town which could not 
fail to interest a visitor, ‘Tnese were 
the Abbey and the Cliffs. He gave a 
very interesting deseription of the Ab- 
bey, one of the twenty erected in Scot- 
land, which was founded in the. 12th 
century by William the Lion, and was 
dedicated to Thomas it Becket. 

‘The Abbey was famous in. the -history 
of Scotland’s war of independence, for 
here the nobles met and chose Kobert, 
the Bruce, to be their champion. Bruce 
also held his Parliaments here. ‘The 
famous declaration of independence was 
drawn up and signed in Arbroath Abbey. 
The Abbey is now in ruins, but a large 


| civcular window at. the top of the high 


gable wall is’ familiarly known to Ar- 
broathians and cherished by them as the 
“Auld Roond 0.” The keeper of the 
Abbey for many years, and a post of 


some ability, was a brother of our 
townsman, Vea. W. C. Donald. 
Mr. Wilson said that two noted men, 


Dr. Thomas Guthrie and _Dr. Jas. Me- 
Cosh, late president of Princeton College, 
were closely associated with Arbroath. 
The former preached at Arbirlot and 
the latter at the Abbey Parish church, 
and he read several extracts showing the 
respect in which both were held. 

He also spoke of his attending the ser- 
vice at the Parish Chureh of Arbroath 
in the morning and at the Erskine U. P. 
Church in the evening, the minister of 
which had the familiar name of Angus. 

Ite said he was particularly impressed 
with the reverence for the Sabbath day 
which was in marked contrast. to our 
own observance of that day., Not only 
in Arbroath but everywhere ‘that he had 
been in Seotland there “was, at least 
outwardly a striet observance of God’s 
holy day which we Americans could 
copy with good results. Inthe home life 
too, there was the reading of Scripture, 
the family prayer and blessing for food 
which deeply impressed the speaker. 
He laid it on the Scotechmen coming to 
our shores to see to it that the good old 
customs and observance of the Sabbath 
be not given up in place of the greater 


but questionable freedom in things 
spiritual here in our own land. 
He also spoke of the Clitfs, which 


Seott made mention of in his “Anti- 
quary.” ‘The town has churches of 
every denomination, twenty-one benev- 
olent societies, public and high schools, 
and a splendid Free Library, together 
with picture galleries recently opened.

THE ART OF SNOW SHOEING. 


When Capt. Glenn, of our army, was 
sent with a detachment of soldiers to 
carry out some extensive explorations 
in Alaska, last year, he found that snow 
shoes would have to play an important 
part in the work. An incident occurred 
one day, that proved to him it was high 
time to break-in all the men who had 
not learned the art of snow-shoe travel. 
The spectacle he and his party witness- 
ed was amusing to all except the un- 
fortunate person who supplied the fun. 

It was before the party had started 
inland. The hospital steward was in- 
structed to cross a certain glacier and 
report to Lieut. Learnard. It was nec- 
essary to wear snow shoes as the wea- 
ther was not cold enough to form a 
crust that would bear the weight of a 
man. So he put on the togs and Capt. 
Glenn avers uu nis repu..c, which the 
War Department has just published, 
that no one was ever seen who was so 
utterly helpless with such footgear at- 
tached to him, as this hospital steward. 

He persisted in sticking the toe of his 
shoes into the snow and this error kept 
him in trouble. Then about every third 
pace he would step on one shoe with 
the other and keel headlong over into 
the snow. In this situation he was a 
mere mass of helplessness and do what 
he might, he couldn’t arise till some- 
body came and boosted him to his feet. 
It took him eight hours to travel two 
miles and before he got back to camp 
he had given up snow shoeing. He 
came in waddling through the snow up 
to his hips and dragging his shoes. 

This convinced the captain that it 
was absolutely necessary for every 
member of the detachment to know how 
to use snow shoes, and so the edict went 
forth that the steward and every other 
man who had not’ previously acquired 
this knowledge, should use snow shoes 
for a walk of five miles every day till all 
were proficient. : 

-All of which calls to mind that in the 
very winter that John: Milton entered 
Cambridge University, 1625, there was a 
tremendous fall of snow in England, 
the like of which had not been seen by 
the oldest inhabitant, and history re- 
cords that it kept deep and soft for 
weeks, The English had heard of 
snow shoeing in Norway and the Arctic 
regions, and so some of them who had 
to get about somehow, took to making 
snow shoes and learned the guile that 
was in them. A modern novelist who 
tells a story of that period, has his hero 
describe his experience with this foot- 
wear, ’ 

“T-built. myself a pair of strong and 
light snow shoes, framed with ash and 
ribbed of withy, with half tanned calf- 
skin stretched across, and an inner sole 


to support my feet. At first I could not 
walk at all, but floundered about most 
piteously, catching one shoe in the oth 
er, and both of them in the snowdrifts, 
to the great amusement’ of the girls 
who were come to look at me. But af- 
ter a while I grew more expert and 
crossed the farmyard and came _ back 
again (though turning was the worst 
thing of all) without so much as falling 
once.”’. . 

All Arctic explorers have testified 
that snow shoeing is not easy to learn 
and that it is still more difficult to mas- 
ter the Norwegian ski.
